Philadelphia. Feb. 15 (AP).—The 


state demanded today that Mary K. 
O'Connor be convicted of murder 
for killing five-year-old Nancy Glenn 
and that the jury determine whether 
the 19-year-old athlete should die 
in the electric chair. 


"I'll leave the door open," Assist- 


ant District Attorney Charles C. 
Gordon told the jury of nine men 
and three women in opening the 
prosecution on an indictment that 
contains three charges — murder, 
voluntary manslaughter and invol- 
untary manslaughter. 


"I want you to use your comon 


sense to arrive at the inevitable ver- 
dict. I want you to take all the evi- 
dence and see if the child died the 
way Mary said she did." 


At hearings subsequent to her ar- 


rest, statements were introduced 
quoting Miss O'Connor as saying she 
struck the child in anger, at her 
teasing and left her for dead, face 
down in a mud puddle. 
Gordon 


pointed out that an autopsy show- 
ed the child died of mud and water 
in her lungs. 


"I want you to determine whether 


Mary forcibly held the child's head 
in that puddle of "water until Nancy' 
died—and if she did, then that is 
first degree murder," Gordon con- 
tinuea. "And if you find that, then 
you can find a verdict of death." 
\Throughout Gordon's easy, con- 
versational outlining of the case, 
Miss O'Connor, face pale and her 
hands tightly clenched in her lap 
listened intently. 
Her eyes never 


left the prosecutor. 


"I want you to determine whether 


Mary became alarmed, and knowing 
she must be found out, put her best 
foot forward to minimize this ns 
much as possible." Gordon conclud- 
ed.

Free Tuberculin Testa 


Board members explained that the 


salary increases had been voted last 
fall on advice from Harrisburg. The 
state appropriation could have been 
withheld if the proper salary sched- 
ule had not been followed. 


Late in January a Superior court 


decision relieved school boards of 
the state from paying salary rates 
that are based on credits for the 
dropped increments. Because 
the 


board had not issued new contracts 
to the six teachers affected, Monday 
evening's action rescinding the Octo- 
ber decision and returning the six 
teachers to the "regular salary 
schedule" was possible. The action 
Monday evening was by unanimous 
vote of the board. 


The directors were told that the 


state is offering free tuberculin test- 
ing to all high school freshmen and 
all school teachers. Reactors to the 
preliminary Mantoux or "skin" test 
will be x-rayed free of charge for a 
positive test to determine whether 
there is tuberculosis infection. 


After a thorough discussion of the 


matter and careful consideration of 
the proper position for the board to 
take in the matter, the directors put 
no action on record but said they 
will not prevent t^ie test from being 
given. The decision, as to whether 
individual children shall submit to 
the test has been left entirely to .the 
parents.

or • she presents a ^'consent slip" 
signed by the parents. 


The directors individually looked 


favorably upon the plan, -pointing 
out that the opportunity. • for a 
free test and x-ray -examination 
that' would cost $10 or more. else- 
where is offered.

Definite board action was taken 


with respect to teachers and jani- 
tors. While they may take the same 
test being offered the pupils, they 
are not compelled to be tested by 
the state authorities. The require- 
ment is simply that they present a 
certificate by the time of the open- 
ing of schools next September at- 
testing to their freedom from tuber- 
culosis. Any new teacher or janitor 
must present a similar certificate 
before assuming his or her duties. 


Dissatisfied With Tables 


Although no direct reference was 


made to the fact Monday evening-, 
both the state school directors' con- 
vention and the Adams county as- 
sociation of directors in session here 
last week, passed resolutions urging 
all districts to require their teachers 
to present certificates proving their 
freedom from tuberculosis. 


The question of the chemistry lab- 


oratory table tops, discussed at fre- 
quent intervals since they were in- 
stalled, was again before the direc- 
tors Monday evening. Holding that 
the tops do not meet specifications 
listed in the contract, the directors 
ordered the N. Snellenberg com- 
pany, through their sub-contractor, 
to renew a bond and re-finish or re- 
place the tops within six months to 
meet specifications. 


Tests recently showed that the 


composition tops are not acid-re- 
sisting to the extent provided in 
original specifications. The board 
turned down an offer of a small cash 
settlement and ordered satisfactory' 
equipment placed under the terms 
of the contract. 


Superintendent Lloyd C. Keefau- 


ver reported that present indica- 
tions arc to the effect that the 
1937-1938 school budget will "break 
about even" at the end of the year 
with expenses staying within pre- 
scribed limits.

tion, and a domestic mercantile cor- 
poration. The tax laws of each of 
the 15 states were applied to these 
five firms.
